Empty Metal Paint Cans 


Effective April 7, 2014, plastic retail 
and grocery bags can be included 
in your containers recycling box. 


How do I prepare 
plastic bags for recycling? 

Ensure the bags are clean and 
empty; remove any receipts and put 
all the bags inside of one bag and then 
tie closed. Do not use a rubber band or 
twist tie. Please place the bag in your 
containers recycling box, not beside it. 

What types of plastic 
bags are acceptable? 

Do the stretch test! Only plastic retail and 
grocery bags that stretch can be placed in the 
recycling box. Bags with drawstrings, hard plastic 
handles and metal details are not accepted. 

These bags can be included, if you cut these items 
off. Non stretch plastic bags are not acceptable. 


Effective April 7, 2014, empty metal 
paint cans can be recycled in the 
City of Barrie's curbside recycling 
program. Please remove the lid and 
place both the can and the lid in the 
containers recycling box. Can sizes 
are limited to 4 litres and under. 


How do I prepare 
paint cans for recycling? 

Use up the paint so the can is empty. 

Once the paint is used up, remove the 
lid (but save it for recycling) to let the 
remaining paint dry inside the can and on 
the lid. A thin layer of dry paint is acceptable 
for recycling, as is the paper label. 

What do I do with paint 
cans that are not empty? 

Residents can bring paint cans of 4 litres and 
under to the Household Hazardous Waste Depot 
at the Barrie Landfill Site, 272 Ferndale Dr. N., 
every Saturday from 9am to 4pm. For alternate 
local drop-off locations visit makethedrop.ca.

Starting in January 2015, Barrie households 
will be limited to two bags/cans garbage 
pickup every other week; organics and 
recycling will continue to be picked up 
every week. In preparation, residents are 
encouraged to start rethinking waste. 

The new changes to curbside collection 
are financially and environmentally 
responsible, and need to be part of our 
long term sustainable growth. This is 
about rethinking waste and what we do 
with it each week. Garbage is waste that 
cannot be reused, composted, or recycled. 
Recycling is mixed household containers 
and paper products. The green bin 
(organics) is for food scraps, food-soiled 
paper, and meat, bone and dairy products. 

Note: Every-other-week garbage collection 
does not include multi-residential properties or 
businesses that have private garbage collection. 


Why is this necessary? 

The Barrie Landfill has a limited amount of space. Currently, Barrie's landfill 
will last until approximately 2035. After that, we will need to find a new place 
to put our garbage—and this will be expensive. The cost of closing a landfill 
is estimated at over $6.5 million. After closure it is estimated that the cost of 
the closed landfill will be approximately $500,000/year for the first 25 years. 

Landfills are typically monitored for 50 years after closure. By moving 
to every other week garbage pick-up, but continuing to pick up 
organics and recycling every week, we hope more people will start 
using their green bin and therefore divert more waste from our 
landfill. It is the financially and environmentally responsible thing to 
do as Barrie continues to work towards sustainable growth. 


Where can I get another bin? 

To have a green bin or a recycling box delivered, call 
705-739-4219. Barrie residents can also pick up green bins, and 
recycling boxes at the Environmental Centre, located at 272 
Ferndale Drive North, Monday to Friday from 8:30am-4:30pm. 

Every week residents can put out as many green bins or recycling 
boxes as needed for collection, provided each container 
does not exceed the weight restriction of 20kgs (45lbs).

The sanitary sewer system transports 
sewage from homes b businesses to 
the Wastewater Treatment Facility. The 
sewage is treated at the facility b the clean 
water is sent into Kempenfelt Bay. 


To maintain a properly functioning system, the following 
materials CANNOT be disposed of down sinks b toilets: 


• Disposable diapers 

• Sanitary napkins or 
plastic tampon applicators 

• Hair from brushes or combs 

• Newspapers, rags or cloth 

• Any plastic materials 

• Kitchen grease 


• Oil, fuels b other 
hazardous materials 

• Sump pump water 

• Baby wipes b personal wipes 

• Cotton swabs 

• Dental floss 


The municipal storm sewer system collects rainwater b surface 
water runoff from roads, lawns b parking lots. It is discharged 
into neighbouring creeks b catchbasins, then into Kempenfelt 
Bay. Since the water is NOT treated, it is important that waste 
materials (including, but not limited to, yard waste b hazardous 
waste) are NOT disposed of into catchbasins or creeks.

• Additional bags/cans must have a City of Barrie garbage tag affixed either around the 
neck of the bag or on the garbage in the can, not on the can itself. For a list of garbage 
tag retailers visit barrie.ca/CurbsideCollection. 

• Cans must have open handles b be designed to be manually lifted b bags/cans must 
not exceed 20kgs (45lbs). 

• Loose items b items that do not fit in a standard size garbage can or bag will not 
be collected. 

Must be placed curbside by 7am on your collection day. 


• Wrap sharp objects (ie: glass or nails) in protective material such as newsprint. 
Label garbage that contains safety hazards. 

• Syringes/needles must be disposed of at the Household Hazardous Waste Depot 
(see September for alternate locations). 

• For their own safety, residents are not permitted to place items into the 
collection trucks.

Proper Pool Maintenance 

Whether you have a saltwater or chlorinated pool, 
they both contain chemicals that are needed to keep 
them clean and safe for swimming. Draining your 
chlorinated water directly into the storm sewer can 
kill fish. Salt water alters the natural pH of water. 

Discharge your pool, spa or hot tub across your lawn, 
leading to the storm sewer, so your lawn can absorb 
most of the water. Never drain your pool, spa or hot tub 
on a rainy day because it will make it harder for your 
lawn to absorb the water. Do not add chemicals to your 
pool, spa or hot tub for two weeks before draining. 


You and the hired pool service provider are LEGALLY 
responsible for the safe maintenance and operation of 
your pool. The City of Barrie sets out requirements for the 
proper operation, maintenance and seasonal closure of 
pools, hot tubs, and spas that will protect the area's water 
quality, and ultimately your drinking water. Report a spill 
to provincial authorities if pool water has gone into a stream, 
river, lake, or storm sewer system without proper treatment.

Stormwater Management Ponds 



Some stormwater management ponds have recreational trails 
around them. Ponds should only be observed; it is important that 
the ponds themselves are not used for recreational activities. The 
bottoms of stormwater management ponds are very soft and 
anyone, including pets, who enters may quickly become stuck. 

In the winter months, these ponds should never be walked on or 
skated upon. Even in the cold winter, runoff from surrounding 
streets enters the pond and ice conditions are never safe.

If you live near a pond in the City of Barrie, there is a good chance 
that it is a stormwater management pond. Surface water from 
rain, snow melt, and runoff from watering lawns and washing cars 
drains into our storm sewers and is collected into stormwater 
management ponds before it is released to an adjacent 
watercourse. Stormwater management ponds are designed to 
improve the overall quality of stormwater runoff, and sometimes 
provide habitat for turtles, frogs, fish and migratory birds. 

Stormwater management ponds are inspected annually by 
the Operations Department to ensure they are functioning 
properly. To maintain the optimal performance of our stormwater 
management ponds, routine maintenance is performed. 



Illegal Dumping 

The dumping of any material on public property is illegal. It 
costs tax payers money to clean up the affected sites. Help keep 
Barrie clean & beautiful. If you see someone dumping garbage, 
construction waste or yard waste (leaves, grass clippings, 
etc.) on City property please report it to the City of Barrie at 
705-739-4219. City of Barrie By-Law 85-163 provides for people 
who illegally dump garbage to be charged up to $5000.00.

EFFECTIVE JANUARY 2015 


Starting in January 2015, Barrie 
households will be limited to 
two bags/cans garbage pickup 
every other week; organics 
and recycling will continue to 
be picked up every week. 

The new changes to curbside 
collection are financially and 
environmentally responsible, 
and need to be part of our 
long term sustainable growth. 
This is about rethinking waste 
and what we do with it each 
week. Garbage is waste that 
cannot be reused, composted, 
or recycled. Recycling is mixed 
household containers and 
paper products. The green bin 
(organics) is for food scraps, 
food-soiled paper, and meat, 
bone and dairy products. 

Note: Every other week garbage 
collection does not include multi- 
residential properties or businesses 
that have private garbage collection.
